Indonesia To Send 
Expert to U.N. for 
Dutch Dispute Talks 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) 
—Prospects of negotiations aimed 
at settling the Dutch-Indonesian 
dispute over West New Guinea 
brightened today with news that 
Indonesia is sending an expert on 
the territorial issue to U.N. head­ 
quarters. 
The Indonesian delegation dis­ 
closed that Sudjarwo Tjondrone- 
goro. a top aide of Foreign Minis­ 
ter Subandrio, will arrive here 
Sunday. Sudjarwo, form er chief of 
the 
delegation, 
represented 
his 
government in past U.N. debates 
on West New Guinea. 
Delegates expressed belief Sud­ 
jarwo is being sent here in re­ 
sponse to Acting Secretary-Gen­ 
eral U Thant’s appeal that Dutch 
and 
Indonesian 
representatives 
discuss with him the chances of 
a peaceful settlement. 
The 
Netherlands 
government 
has accepted Thant’s offer to act 
as mediator and proposed in turn 
that the U.N. chief send observers 
to West New Guinea where op­ 
posing naval forces already have 
clashed. 
Sukardjo Wirjopranoto, Indone­ 
sia’s present chief U.N. delegate 
who told a reporter Subandrio’s 
aide was coming, said there was 
“ somePnng in the air.” He did 
not elaborate. 
Sources in Jakarta said Presi­ 
dent 
Sukarno 
has 
replied 
to 
Thant’s proposal about negotiat­ 
ing a settlement, but did not dis 
close P'e contents of his message. 
The secretary-general had lunch 
with President Kennedy—a meeting 
that

dispute. 
Kennedy has endorsed Thant’s ef­ 
forts to get Dutch-Indonesian talks 
on the dispute and has urged both 
sides to cooperate with the U.N.

Indonesia has insisted that any 
negotiations should be limited to 
the problem of how’ to transfer 
the disputed territory from Dutch 
to Indonesian administration.

Rusk is reported to face a tough 
struggle in trying to put over the 
objective of the United States:

One move of condemnation dis­

in

here would be to oust Cuba from 
the

States. Some U.S. officials said 
this would be one way of register­ 
ing strong denunciation of Cuban 
communism. 
U.S. policy, however, aims at

Rusk’s hand in negotiating with

Severe cold weather maintained 
a grip on most of the northern 
half of the nation today as the 
job of digging out from under an­ 
other heavy snowfall began. 
Ohioans skidded and slipped on 
a ?-to 3-inch blanket of fresh snow 
today 
and 
the weather bureau 
gave little hope of any melt-off. 
The covering which settled over 
the state Friday turned highways 
into sheets of ice and caused post­ 
ponement of numerous high school 
basketball games. 
The weather bureau predicted 
tem peratures will rem ain in the 
teens or low 20s dui ng most of 
the weekend with a possibility of 
more snow by late Sunday night or 
early Monday. 
The state highway departm ent 
reported prim ary and secondary 
roads partly snow covered and 
slippery in spots over most of the 
state with a few spots where wet 
conditions exist. The Ohio Turn­ 
pike was listed as wet. 
One storm hit the Pacific North­ 
west, bringing blizzard conditions 
to parts of Oregon as it pushed 
into tKe northern Rockies. Kla­ 
math Falls, Ore., was staggered 
by a 12-inch snowfall. 
Another 
storm 
moved 
across 
the country to the Appalachians 
where it appeared to be losing 
its punch. It dumped 14 inches 
Kansas 
City 
and 
lesser 
amounts 
in the 
East, 
snarling 
traffic and closing schools. 
A Greyhound bus skidded off 
U.S. 52 near Ironton.

MOSCOW (AP)—Western diplo­ 
m ats pictured the strange quiet 
emanating from the Kremlin to­ 
day as a mask for a m ajor devel­ 
opment in the wi.id. 
Exactly where it will blow no 
Western 
diplomat 
was 
brash 
enough to predict. But one of the 
most respected Western am bassa­ 
dors in Moscow said he believed 
it was much more likely to in­ 
volve Red China than Berlin. 
Noting that Soviet foreign and 
domestic 
policy 
seems 
pretty 
much on dead center, this dip­ 
lomat said there never has been 
a period of quiet like this without 
it 
exploding 
into 
some 
major 
move. 
The diplomat, who is in close 
contact with high members of the 
Soviet government, said it was 
obvious that a m ajor disagree- 
men’ was going on. What was not 
clear, he said, was whether it was 
a squabble among top members 
of the Soviet Communist partv or 
more widespread among members 
of the Soviet bloc. 
Western diplomats also suggest 
ed that Prem ier Khrushchev is 
engaged in an ideological battle 
with V. M. Molotov, the Stalinist 
form er prem ier and foreign min 
ister They said Khrushchev may 
have suffered a setback. 
The Western ambassadors were 
almost united in 
a belief that 
Molotov’s return to Vienna has 
been delayed onlv because the old 
Bolshevik 
doesn’t 
want 
to 
be 
shunted off again to such a minor 
job as Soviet representative to the 
International Atomic Energy Ag 
ency in Vienna. 
Molotov held that post when he 
and other members of the so 
called antipartv group were de 
nounced by Khrushchev 
at the 
?2nd Soviet party congress last 
October. Molotov returned to Mos 
cow Nov. 12 to fight a move to 
expel him from the Communist 
party. 
Western officials believed then 
he would not be heard from again 
in an official Soviet capacity, but 
the foreign 
ministry 
announced 
Jan. 8 that Molotov was returning 
to Vienna to take up his post 
aeain. 
Molotov never showed up, and 
the Soviet government and the 
party have since refused public 
comment on his case. 
Bolstering the belief of an ideo 
logical 
struggle 
was 
the fresh 
denouncement 
of 
Molotov 
W ednesday's 
Communist 
party 
newspaper Pravda, as a dogmatic 
opponent of Khrushchev’s policy 
of 
peaceful 
coexistence, 
which 
the newspaper called “ the most 
important question of our time. 
Other evidence of what Western 
diplomats described as the Krem 
lin’s present state of indecisive 
ness was the fact that the new 
Soviet ambassador to Washington 
Anatoly F. Dobrynin, has not left 
for his post one month after ap 
pointment, and the fact that the 
Soviet Union is marking time on 
concluding a new cultural agree­ 
ment with the United States. 
In a Polish language broadcast 
Friday night, Moscow radio as­ 
serted that unity of the world 
Communist movement “ is needed 
as never before.” 
Radio Moscow also announced 
the end of a Moscow conference 
of district Communist party or­

Check the hang lag on ends of 
bolts to learn composition of cloth 
and type of finish. Also look for 
laundry instructions.

IT IS highly important that the 
design on a wash and wear fabric 
has been printed straight on the 
gram. You can not straighten the 
goods if it is not. 
To check whether the print runs 
straight, do this: see that the de­ 
sign is p r i n t e d on grain and 
at right a n g l e s to the selvage. 
If it does not, don’t buy it unless 
you’re sure it can be straightened 
by p u l l i n g diagonal corners. 
Such f a b r i c will never h a n g 
straight ar work up well. 
Most patterns are now made with 
wash and wear fabrics in mind. 
But t h e r e are still a number of 
things to 
consider 
before 
y o u 
choose your pattern. 
Because seam puckering and 
difficulty of easing are common 
faults of those fabrics, avoid 
styles where seams form a de­ 
sign or trim on the g a r m e n t . 
Also, as much as possible, shy 
away from patterns with seams 
on the straight of goods. Straight 
seams are more susceptible to 
puckering ti)an those on the blat 
or even slightly bias. 
Look for styles with simple line 
and little topstitching. Remember 
the fewer the pieces, the fewer the 
seams to pucker. 
And because it is almost impos­ 
sible to ease in or shrink out full­ 
ness, look for p a t t e r n s where 
sleeves and bodice are cut in one 
or that has dropped sleeves. 
For a garm ent to be completely 
wash and wear, everything that 
goes into it must have this quality. 
Choose buttons that will stand 
up under the method of laundering 
to be used on the fabric. Look for 
a l i n i n g that has the same easy 
care properties as the garment 
fabric. 
S e l e c t 
an interfacing 
clearly labeled for wash and wear. 
If your garm ent fabric is a solid 
color, you may often use a self- 
intarfacing. 
If your fabric isn’t heavy, use a 
hem f i n i s h that does not require 
scam tape. But if you need to use 
seam tape, use nylon tape. For 
waist stays use either nylon seam 
tape or a strip of s e l v t g e from 
your fabric. 
Mercerized thread is satisfact­ 
ory far wash and wear. Dacron 
and nylon work very well, too. 
Rather new on the market is 
textured nylon thread called Tos- 
lon which may be used on wool, 
silk, and rayon. It Is not recom­ 
mended for cotton and linen as it 
requires 
a lower temperature 
in ironing. 
Zipper tapes in man made fibers 
are not yet available to the home 
sewer. Cotton tape warks very 
well if they are sewn with the cor­ 
rect tension. 
After you’ve chosen your pat­ 
tern, purchased the fabric, and 
assembled the findindings, you’re 
ready to m ark, cut, sew and final­ 
ly press the garm ent. For inform­ 
ation on doing this read this col­ 
umn next week.

Patrons of a small bank in a 
small village in northwestern Pick­ 
away County welcomed a new 
cashier this week and are gradual­ 
ly becoming accustomed to the ab­ 
sence of the tall and popular cigar- 
smoking 
gentleman 
behind 
the 
teller’s window. 
O. M. (Miller) Beckett, cash­ 
ier at the Scioto Bank of Com­ 
mercial Point, is due to retire 
this month upon completion of 
nearly 44 years of banking serv­ 
ice to the community. 
Succeeding the veteran banker is 
Blcnn Bales, 162 W. Mound St., 
who was elevated to the post after 
serving as assistant cashier at the 
Third N a t i o n a l Bank of Cir­ 
cleville. Bales was elected to the 
post during the annual meeting of 
the bank’s board of directors. 
A life-long resident of Commer­ 
cial Point, Beckett began his ca­ 
reer as assistant cashier in 1918, 
“ just to help them out” he said. 
* • • 
PRIOR to working at the bank 
he was employed in his father’s 
general store on the main street 
of the village. The general store 
was opened in 1832 and stayed in 
the family for n e a r l y a century, 
Beckett recalled. “ I s t i l l have 
store records that date back to 
1832,” he said with a sense of his­ 
torical pride. 
With the onslaught of the auto­ 
mobile and inter-urban lines, the 
store was forced out of business. 
The r e t i r i n g cashier remained 
on the payroll of the bank. 
There is an extremely exciting 
and interesting part of his career 
Beckett doesn’t care to discuss. 
During his many years at the 
village bank, two armed robber­ 
ies and an attempted holdup oc­ 
curred. The f i r s t time, in Jan. 
1933, he was kidnapped and tak­ 
en hostage. Details of the inci­ 
dents he vm i'dn’t discuss, ex­ 
cept . . . “I was released near 
Columbus.” 
A probe into newspaper f i l e s 
disclosed that Beckett was kidnap­ 
ped at his home while putting his 
auto in the garage. He was forced 
into another auto by four men who 
threatened to kill him if he didn’t 
d i s c l o s e the combinations of 
the safe at The Scioto Bank. 
The 
49-year-old 
banker 
con­ 
vinced the men that he couldn’t un­ 
lock the safe. He was bound and 
thrown out of the car along the Sci­ 
oto River near Columbus. 
The most recent and third of the 
bank robberies occurred October 
ll, 1960, two years after the sec­ 
ond robbery in 1958, when two 
arm ed bandits forced Beckett and 
the assistant cashier, Mrs. Evelyn 
Kauffeld, into a back roam and 
proceeded to empty cash drawers 
and the safe of about $5,500. 
The financier said his feelings 
toward the refusal to discuss his 
experiences of the robberies are 
not modesty but a sincere “disgust 
for notoriety.” 
Beckett and his wife have one 
daughter, Mrs. Dorothy Beavers 
and two grandchildren. The dau­ 


ghter t e a c h e s at the elemen­ 
tary school in Commercial Point.

Carcass Evaluation Test Here 
Shows All Hogs Not Same 


• By GEORGE HAMRICK

During recent swine carcass ev­ 
aluation work done by the Picka­ 
way County Swine Improvement 
Committee, the fact that all hogs 
aren’t the same was clearly point­ 
ed out. 
The work was done by select­ 
ing hogs on foot that were receiv­ 
ed at the Pickaway Livestock 
Cooperative on Monday. Four 
were slaughtered on Tuesday 
and the carcasses were evaluat­ 
ed on Wednesday. 
Farm ers that attended this ev­ 
ent were given the opportunity to 
make their own on-the-foot evalua­ 
tion, and their results were then 
compared to the real carcass re­ 
sults. 
To maintain a carcass identity of 
the animals, they were tattooed 
A-OO, A ll, A-22, and A-33. Each 
one is pictured in this article on 
foot. Only one side of the carcass 
was cut up. This was the left side 
of each.

THE following is a carcass eva­ 
luation of each. The prices used 
were based on the average 1961 
Chicago wholesale prices as fol­ 
lows: ham, 40 cents per pound;

The instrument used is call­ 
ed a “ lean m eter.” 
The tool contains flashlight bat­ 
teries. 
As

passes 
through fat due to poor conductiv­ 
ity of fat there is no effect shown 
on the meter. 
When the needle reaches lean 
meat, which is a good conductor, 
the meter then begins to show ac­ 
tivity. The needle is 
calibrated 
and a very accurate fat depth is 
recorded.

EDITORS NOTE: Andrew Du­ 
vall, one of our older Pickaway 
County 4-H club members, had the 
honor of winning a trip to “Camp 
Miniwanea,” a youth leadership 
camp in Michigan. 
He won this trip through 
his 
many years of excellent 4-H club 
work and competition at the Ohio 
State Fair. He has written the fol­ 
lowing article so that other Pick­ 
away County 4-H members may 
share some of his experiences last 
summer. 


Camp Miniwanea is located in 
Western Michigan on the shore of 
Lake Michigan. It consists of sev­ 
eral hundred acres of rolling, for­ 
ested sand dunes in Oceana Coun­ 
ty — heartland of the Michigan 
fruit industry. Here, beginning in 
early 
summer, 
the 
American 
Youth 
Foundation 
sponsors 
its 
“ Founders 
Camps” , 
which 
are 
nondenominational 
youth 
lead­ 
ership training camps. 
Camp Miniwanea is a national 
camp. Each year cam pers from 
all of the fifty states, Canada, 
Mexico, and Latin American co­ 
untries come here for the two 
week cam p sessions. 
Of the seven men in my cabin, 
two were from Missouri, the oth­ 
ers from North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Hawaii, Pennsylvania and O h i o . 
Camp opens in late June. 
Sessions 
begin 
with 
younger 
boys camp, followed by younger 
girls camp, older girls camp, and 
concluding with older boys camp. 
Camp Miniwanea is fairly large. 
There were nearly 500 campers 
and faculty members assembled 
for the 1961 older boys camp and 
over 600 for older girls Camp.

The goal of Camp Miniwanea is 
to develop each individual — to 
the limits of his capacity — men­ 
tally, socially, physically, and re­ 
ligiously.

Miniwanea 
principles 
may 
be 
found and a plan developed to 
guide the individual toward the ac­ 
hievement of this four fold goal. 
Camp 
Miniwanea 
is 
actually 
very much like a school. There are 
classes in such subjects as “ Crea­ 
tive Living” , “ Four Fold Develop­ 
m ent” , “ Great Religious Beliefs” , 
Courtship and M arriage” , “ Music 
Appreciation” , etc. The 
program 
is organized on a four year basis. 
These are freshman courses. If one 


is able to return and complete his 
sophomore, junior and senior year 
he then will receive a diploma in 
a regular graduation exercise. 
Of course work alone doesn’t 
monopolize all the time, ampe 
time is devoted 
to organized 
athletics — swimming, tennis. 
The facilities at Miniwanea for 
these and other activities are very 
good. Lake Michigan is available 
for swimming. Nearby is Stong 
Lake, an inland lake which pro­ 
vides swimming, diving, rowing, 
canoing, and sailing. There a r e 
tennis, volley ball, badminton, and 
shuffleboard courts. 
The buildings at Miniwanea are 
quite 
surprising 
in 
themselves. 
They seem almost a part of their 
surroundings. Made mostly of logs 
and stones, they are modernly de­ 
signed, very solidly constructed, 
and well furnished.

PROBABLY the most striking 
example is the “Church of the Dun­ 
es’. Here, atop a beautifully wood­ 
ed dune, s a church 
capable of 
seating over 700 people. And even 
though it is built entirely of logs, 
quite an architectual feat in itself, 
with 
its 
high 
ceiling, 
spacious 
Chancel, and great organ, it has 
the atmosphere of a great cath­ 
edral. 
Another of the more impressive 
buildings is the eating lodge, a re­ 
cent addition to the camp. Here 
as many as 700 meals are some­ 
times prepared and served. The 
kitchen joins the dining hall. The 
dining hall itself is much like our 
own coliseum — spacious, 
with 
high vaulted roof. 
Also, on the 
grounds are 60 some cabins, hous­ 
ing from seven to nine campers 
depending 
upon 
the 
number 
in camp. A new shower house, a 
small library, staff cabins, a small 
stone chapel, an assembly buil­ 
ding, an amphitheater, an admin­ 
istration building, a small muse­ 
um council circle, the health ser­ 
vice building, work staff apart­ 
ments, and class cabins complete 
the facilities. 
There are several ways to gain 
admittance to Camp Miniwanea. 
I was fortunate enough to win my 
trip through the 4-H awards pro 
gram. Thus I received the William 
IL Danforth Scholarship, 
which 
pays tuition, 
board and 
lodging 
Several of these scholarships are 
made available in Ohio by the late 
William Danforth, one of the four 
founders of the American Youth 
Foundation. The other method is 
to secure, complete and return the 
admission questionnaire.

Canadian Dollar Danger 


With the Canadian dollar touching a 10- 
year low in international exchange, there 
are warning signals in Ottawa. 
Devaluation of 
Canadian 
money has 
done nothing to discourage imports. Octo­ 
ber imports showed an increase of 24.7 
per cent compared to the same month a 
year earlier. But the automatic increase 
in import prices is beginning to show’ in 
Canadian cost of living. During that sam e 
month the index took a sharp jump to a 


new’ peak after months of relative stabil­ 
ity. 
Bv itself this need not be alarming, but 
it is being accompanied by a steady and 
substantial increase in the money supply, 
a direct result of deficit financing. Unless 
Canadian production in the c o m i n g 
months can quicken its pace considerably, 
these two developments in conjunction, as 
one bank president was warned, can bring 
s e r i o u s 
dislocation 
to the Canadian 
price structure. 


Do Reds Have Shelters? 


Americans tend to evaluate too many 
things in terms of what Russia is doing. 
That applies to fall out shelters. If the So­ 
viet Union has shelters for its population, 
then the United States must have them. 
Otherwise the urgency is not so apparent. 
One research specialist contends Rus­ 
sia has an extensive shelter system for 
both population and industry. He has nev­ 
er seen any such installations but theoriz­ 
es they must be there, since the Soviets 
describe various shelter types. 
But a new’s correspondent, after travel­ 
ing 12.000 miles in the Soviet Union, failed 
to find evidence of any shelter. This m ay 


not be conclusive, but if there were enough 
shelters for all Russians and their indus­ 
try evidence of them could hardly escape 
any traveler. 
There are deep subway systems in Mos­ 
cow’, Leningrad and Kiev which might hold 
tens of thousands. But there is no id e a ­ 
tion they are equipped to provide water, 
air, heat or food. 
Washington must make its ow ti apprais­ 
al of w’hether shelters are needed. If the 
communists have none, they seem to be 
proceeding on the theory that there will 
not be nuclear warfare, at least not soon.

428.000. a reduction of $552,366,000 
Such loans are made on wheat, 
corn, rye, oats, barley, sorghum 
grain, cotton, tobacco, cottonseed, 
aoybeans. flaxseed, dry beans, rice 
*n 1 peanuts. 
The budget showed, on the other 
hand, that the government expects 
to buy and acquire through price 
funport loan operations consider- 
ibly more farm products during 
the coming fiscal year than dur­ 
ing the present one. Farm ers may 
pay off support ^oans by surrend­ 
ering commodities pledged as col­ 
lateral. In the ease of dairy pro­ 
ducts. the government carries out 
gupports by purchasing 
surplus 
iupplies outright.

Government is weak when men 
are appointed to administrative 
jobs who have had little or no ad­ 
ministrative experience. The pol- j 
itician can serve to help someone 
be elected but that does not mean 
that he knows how to m a n a g e 
an important office or that he has 
a breadth of view which serves 
the country. 
To cite a case. Salvatore Anth­ 
ony Bontempo was appointed to be 
Administrator of the Bureau of 
S e c u r i t y 
and 
Consular 
Af­ 
fairs of the State Department, a 
p o s i t i o n of outstanding signi­ 
ficance. A man appointed to such 
a position should have a broad 
view of the world, a knowledge of 
geography and a commerce, an 
understanding of espionage and 
the techniques of security. It turn­ 
ed out that Bontempo. before he 
was a p p o i n t e d and resigned, 
had no such experience. He was a 
l a w y e r who had not practiced 
law’: he had been a welfare work­ 
er and a store inspector in Newark 
and m a n a g e d a company of his 
own, Miller and Bontempo, Inc., in 
Dayton, Ohio, w'hich dealt in sur 
plus war materials. 
In May 1953. Bontempo, after 
returning to Newark, became a 
City Commissioner and eventually 
Director of the Division of Vet­ 
eran Services. New Jersey Depart­ 
ment of Conservation and Econom­ 
ic Development. In 1958, he be­ 
came Commissioner of the N e w 
Jersey Department of Conserva­ 
tion and Economic Development. 
What all these political jobs have 
to do with t r a i n i n g for the 
Bureau of Security and Consular 
Affairs of the State Department, it 
is hard to say. lf a top FBI or Se­ 
cret S e r v i c e or long experienc­ 
ed 
c o n s u l a r 
service 
man 
were appointed to this position, it 
could be understood. That position 
has to do with immigration, pass­ 
ports, the proper conduct of con­ 
sular offices, 
the operations 
of 
foreign spies against the United 
states. 
Bontempo was apparently ap­ 
pointed because he was an active 
and effective politician in Newark. 
Be that as it may, he had no prior 
t r a i n i n g to serve in thus office. 
It is further reported that Bontem­ 
po was appointed because he is an 
Italo-American. 
It is v e r y dangerous for t h i s 
country for men to he appointed 
because of racial or religious re­ 
lationships. T h e r e has been too 
much of this in municipal, state 
and local appointments and the 
time has come to o p p o s e this 
because it is definitely antagonis­ 
tic to American principles. 
The purpose of tills account is 
not particularly to call attention 
to Bontempo but rather to empha­ 


size the need for a reorganization 
not only of the State Department 
but of the entire federal organiza­ 
tion w h i c h has grown in size 
and character since the beginning 
of World War ll and which requir­ 
es immediate reorganization. Two 
Presidents have appointed Herbert 
H o o v e r and very effective com­ 
missions to accomplish such a re­ 
organization. President Kennedy’s 
father was a member of such a 
C o m m i s s i o n and the Attorn­ 
ey General, Robert Kennedy, ser­ 
ved on one of the Commissions. It 
is about time that the Executive 
Branch of government be reorgan- 
j 
ized so that it functions efficiently 
and in the best interest of the Am­ 
erican people. 
It is clear that the Civil Sendee, 
Hie F o r e i g n Service Officers 
and tenure, while intended to safe­ 
guard public servants from poli­ 
ticians. have 
not 
s e r v e d 
to 
safeguard the people against im­ 
proper appointments. Once a fel­ 
low’ gets himself on the Civil Ser­ 
vice or the Foreign Sendee the in­ 
terest of the people may be sacri­ 
ficed to his selfish purposes. This 
then is the real peril of political 
appointments. It is not so much 
that these p e r s o n s are put on 
jobs but that it becomes increas­ 
ingly difficult to get rid of them. 
After a while, it is impossible to 
get rid of them because they have 
established tenure. 
I have heard for many months 
that the Eastland Committee was 
engaged in investigating this ques­ 
tion. Time after 
time, it is sug­ 
gested that on a certain date, pub­ 
lic hearings will be held 
by that 
C o m m i t t e e . Each time, the 
date is postponed. In ifs stead, 
there ,s a secret hearing, but the 
so-called Executive Session passes 
like a w h i s p e r in the wind. The 
latest news is that the Eastland 
Committee fears the very great 
power of Senator Fulbright. 
This 
may not be so at all. It may sim­ 
ply he passing the buck.

By GUNNER MUSSELMAN 
Galvin W’ire Service Editor 
Basic banking procedures have 
changed little in the last half- 
century, but the money philosophy 
of bank patrons has virtually re­ 
versed itself. 
That is the observation of Me- 
Ewing Noggle who has completed 
50 years as a leader in Circleville 
financial circles. 
Noggle believes that while the 
banking business has become a 
highly mechanized operation and

"The average man today has 
little conception of the weight of 
debt or the power of the dollar.” 
Noggle, vice president of Circle­

Bank, 
re­ 
called that recently a young man 
entered his office to secure a loan 
to buy a new home. The youth
